A MEETING of the Board for the Affairs of Shechita was held on 
Thursday, the 30th October, at the Vestry Room of the Spantfsh 
and Portuguese Synagogue, Bevis Marks. 

Tue following letter was read from the Rey. Dr. Hermann Adler, 
Delegate Chief Rabbi: A few months ago, at the conclusion of 
a meeting of the Board of Shechita Mr. John Goldbill handed 
to me a resolution he bad drafted, with the request to consider 
whether the same was consistent with our religious law. The 
-yesolution isto the following effect: “ That permission to sell 
hind quarters be granted to any butcher holding a license from 
the Board, who shall be deemed by the Eeclesiastical Authorities 
competent to porge hindquarters, or who shall employ and pay 
a person considered by the Ecclesiastical Authorities competent 
to porge hindquarters.” I deem it my duty to inform you that, 
in conjunction with my colleague, Il gave my earnest attention 
to the proposition, and that we have come to the conclusion 
that the suggested arrangement is contrary to our religious 
requirements. For the porging of hindquarters, being as 
difficult and responsible a duty as that of Shechita, it should 
not be entrusted to butchers or employees dependent upon 
them, but to those only in the service of the Board, who have 
no pecuniary interest in the performance or non-performance 
of this obligation. I fully admit that the payment of a Shomer 
and porger entails heavy expense upon the butchers, and I 
trust the Board will be able to devise some financial measure 
by which the burden may be lightened.

BARON EDMOND DE ROTHSCHILD 


Passing of a Great Philanthropist 


A LIFETIME OF BENEFACTIONS 


On Friday last, at his residence, in Boulogne-sur-Seine, near 
Paris, Baron Edmond de Rothschild passed away after a serious 
illness lasting ten days. 

Edmond de Rothschild was born in Paris on August 19th, 1845. 
He was the youngest and only surviving son of Baron James de 
Rothschild, his paternal grandfather having been Maver Amschel 
Rothschild, who, originally intended for the rabbinate, founded the 
great Paris firm. The deceased's father was at one time Consul. 
General to Austria-Hungary, and he negotiated the French loans of 
1830 and 1834. For this service he was made a Grand Officer of the 
Legion of Honour. He also played an important part in the building 
of the St. Germain Railroad, one ofthe most important tracks in the 
North of France, 

Charitable Work 
Jorn to great possessions, Baron Edmond, as he was affection. 
ately known, always recognised and faithfully discharged the 
responsibilities which wealth entails. His benefactions to both 
Jewish and non-Jewish charitable and public institutions were

almost innumerable. The libraries, universities and museums of 
his native country benefited particularly from his generosity. He 
gave ten million francs to the Academy of Sciences for the develop- 
ment of scientific research, and presented to the Academy the 
sum of 10,000 francs to acquire a collection of skeletons of 
animals of the Quaternary period, as well as providing the funds 
for the establishment of a menagerie of wild animals. He gave to 
the National Library of France a highly important collection of 
autographs of eminent personages in Europe, collected by his 
mother between the years 1830 and 1850. Healso made anumber of 
gifts to the Museum of the Louvre, where his name is inscribed on 
a marble tablet recording his benefactions. He bore the expenses 
of an archeological mission to Upper Egypt in 1912, and he also 
endowed in London the “ Maison de l'Institut de France,’ which has 
been described as a “ medium of close and constant liaison between 
the intellectuals of France and England, open to receive twenty 
pensionnaires of any age, who can enjoy most liberal hospitality 
and benefit by the artistic, scientific and literary riches of 
England.” Baron Edmond also gave £100,000 for the building of the 
Villa Velasquez in Madrid. With his brothers Alphonse and Gustave, 
he gave (in 1904) 10,000,000 francs to a trust for building cheap 
dwelling houses for the workers, to' be let at low rents, with the 
object of improving their conditions of life. Naturally, the anti-

When the Passfield White Paper was published in 1931, the 
Baron sent a letter to Dr. Weizmann in which he wrote: “In my 
capacity as Honorary President of the Jewish Agency, and as the 
founder of the first Jewish colonies in Palestine, I fully associate 
myself with the protest which you have made against the British 
Government's Statement of Policy. The principles laid down 1" 
that are contrary both to the spirit and the letter of the Mandate 
for Palestine, which is based on the Declaration made by Lord 
Balfour, the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, in the name o!

Dr. KASTELIANSKI 
‘The death is reported of Dr. A. I. Kastelian-Kastelianski, 
formerly Economic Adviser of the Zionist Organisation, which 
occurred at Tel-Aviv last week.. He was born in Kovel, Poland, fifty- 
four years ago, and studied at Leipzig University where he helped 
to found the first Society of Jewish Students on a definitely Zionist 


basis. He received the degree of Doctor of Economic Sciences at 
Strassburg University. He was invited by the Russian branch ot the 
‘ewis!) Colonisation Association to join their Research Department 
in St. Petersburg, and he devoted himse!f for several vears to the 
collection of accurate data for Jewish emigrants from Eastern 
Europe. These were published in 1913 in Russian under the title of 
“ Reference Book for Jewish Emigration.” He was a devoted 
follower of Herz!, and edited a book on “ Nationalist Movements in 
Europe,” which was published in German after the War. Dr. 
Kastelianski was on friendly terms with Dr. Masaryk, President 
of the Czechoslovakian Republic. He helped to save Masaryk's 
life during the War, and subsequently staved with him in Prague. 
The deceased was strong!y pro-British during the War. and was 
invited by the British Government to edit an Economic Review of 
the German Press and he was placed at the head of a section of the 
Military Intelligence Department. He resided in London for a time, 
during which he occupied high executive positions in the commer 
cial, insurance and shipping worlds. Dr. Weizmannsought his help 
and advice on many occasions. It was in 1925 that he accepted a 
paid post as Economic Adviser to the Zionist Organisation. The 
deceased travelled widely, and was always on the look-out for what 
could be learnt for the advantage of Eretz Yisrael. He had come 
to the conclusion that orange exports would be the main tay of 
Palestine, and at his own expense he made a study of picking and 
packing methods in Spain and California. He contributed nearly 
C1,000 to establish a citrus research station at Rehoboth. Dr. 
Kastelianski was of a retiring disposition. His favourite subjects 
were aestuetics and philosophy.

Dr. OSCAR COHN has died in Geneva, after a short illness, at the ace 
of 65. At one time he was a prominent figure in German political life and 
for many years a member of the Reschstag. Durine the War he was one 
of the few Socialists in the Reichstag who dared to Criticise the methous 
of the military authorities. For a number of years, he was a member of 
the Prussian Diet. Of late vears Dr. Cohn became increasingly interested 
in Jewish affairs, andinthe Zionist labour movement. After the Hitler 
regime he was obliged to leave Berlin, where be had a large law practice.

Tt was approached by the authoress of the biography of the late 
Sir Alfred Gilbert, whose statue of Eros at Piccadilly Circus is 
probably one of the best known bronzes in the British Empire, to 
contribute some articles to a Fascist organ.

Nazi Barbarism Infecting Iraq 


Dr, SAMUEL DAICHES asked for information as to the position of Jews 
in Iraq, and said that the reports appearing in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
: &§ as to what was happening there were disquieting, 

Mr. LASKI, replying to Dr. Daiches, said that a young man had come 
§ to see him the other day and had given him a written statement with 
; regard to the position of Jews in Iraq. The position there was becoming 
worse and worse. There was considerable terror there.'and there was 
coming into being a state of discrimination which very much approximated 
to the position of the Jews in Germany and Austria. The Jews in Iraq 
= were unable to get THE JEWISH (“HRONICLE and other Jewish periodicals, 
: and altogether the state of affairs in Iraq was so extremely bad that they 
’ were very apprehensive about their future security. He had handed the 
letter in question to Mr. Brotman who was their expert in these matters, 
and he was considering the letter over the week-end and would advise 
them as to the steps he thought should be taken. 

Mr. LEONARD STEIN said that Mr. Laski was absolutely justified, in 
his opinion, in making the two statements for which he was criticised by 
Mr. Goodman. What was the point of having a Joint Foreign Committee 
which made public reports if even the most temperate criticisms were to 
he avoided? When it came to Poland, the case might possibly have been 
put a little too high if it was said that Poland’s attitude in respect of the 
Minorities Treaty had been to make it a sham and a delusion. His own 
view about Poland was that the situation there was not as bad as it would

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More Emigration Certificates Wanted 


The Berlin Zionist Emigration Office has already disposed of the 
1,662 Palestine immigration certificates which were put at the 
disposal of German Jewry in the last schedule of certificates. The 
Office has now applied urgently for 1,200 more certificates for Jews 
who can no longer remain in Germany, including 400 Chalutzim and 
JOO Chalutzoth. It is understood that Mr. Edwin Samuel, the 
Assistant Director of the Palestine Government Immigration 
Department, examined the situation during his visit to Germany, 
and was of the opinion that the request was very reasonable. 


Further Development of Reichsvertretung 


A commission consisting of Dr. Julius Brodnitz, Bruno Woyda 
and Dr. Moses has been appointed by the Reichsvertretung der 
Deutschen Juden, the Representative Council of German Jews, to 
consider the further development of that body. Any suggestions 
that it can arrive at unanimously are to be further considered by a 
counmittee of nine, which has powers of co-option and includes 
er-oficio the President of the Reichsvertretung and the Chairman 
and Vice-Chairman of the Executive.

Here again I was told the same tale of an ever increasin, 
number of cases, of temporary relief given, only to bring fart 
renewed appeals later; and of the insuperable barrier of mone, 
shortage that liampers much of their activities. But the mon 
that they have is used to the best possible advantage ; besid. 
supplying relief to the training farms and for the organisation 
the employment exchange, they have established many institutio: 
for the training of young and old alike to prepare them to meet 
new conditions. The most recent of these was a training scho:

people will soon be able to seek their livelihood. The Relief Oth 
has also done much, of course, to settle people abroad, and is 
touch with almost every country in the world. But it realises thu:

Such are the organisations now established for the Jewish 
Community in Hamburg, efficiently run and energetically striving 
todo all they can to alleviate the present position. Nor are the 
Jewish people themselves in general slow to adapt themselves to 
the conditions, with an enthusiasm that knows little of despa: 
I had conversations with a doctor who is now a fisherma) 
an ex-law student who is serving an apprenticeship prior + 
becoming an engineer, men previously engaged in business who 
are preparing to till the land in Palestine, and innumeral: 
students, lawyers and professional men who are engaged in eve!) 
kind of manual labour that can be imagined. All are interested in 
their new work, and there is little doubt thaf the majority of them 
will make a success of the work that they have undertaken. 

Such, then, is the position of our Jewish brethren in Hamburg : 
and accounts that I have received of ¢onditions in Berlin, Munic» 
and other large communities, indicate that there, too, somewlha' 
similar conditions exist. In fairness to the Nazi officials, it should 
be stated that in almost every case where I mentioned the subjec', 
1 was assured that the police and other officials treated the leade's 
of these Jewish organisations with the utmost courtesy, and in 
general were ready to co-operate with them in their activities. 

And so these efforts will go on and continue to provide the one 
ray of hope in an otherwise hopeless situation. It is surely the 
duty of every Jewish person in England to do all he can to help his 
brethren in Germany, when they themselves have displayed such a 
wonderful! spirit in their efforts to help themselves.

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Misery of Polish Jewry 


MEETING OF THE RELIEF FEDERATIONS 

A harrowing account of the position of Polish Jewry was related 
by Chief Rabbi Rubinstein, of Wilno, at a reception which was 
given in honour of the Rabbi, at 33, Soho Square, W., on Sunday 
evening, by the Federation ef Jewish Relief Organisations in 
association with the Federation of Polish Jews. 

Kabbi Rubinstein was a delegate of Polish Jewry to the sessions of 
the High Commission for German Refugees which were held in London 
last week, 

Dr. D. JOCHELMAN, who presided over the funct'on, opened the pro. 
ceedings by movirg a vote of condolence with the family of the late Baron 
L.dmond de Rothschild whose death, he said, was a great loss to the 
Jcwish people 

After addresses of welcome had been delivered by Mr. W. Wolf, 
Rabbi Shpetman, Rabbi Morgenstern, Rabbi Leiner and the Rev. H. 
Mayerowitsch, Rabbi RUBINSTEIN replied. It fell to his lot, he said, 
to make known to the representatives of eighteen governments in London, 
at the sittings of the Commission, the pitiable plight of bis brethren in 
Poland. He was not ashamed to come to the Jews of England and to 
échnor from them, becanse by- giving they were merely indulging in 
a policy of insurance so far as Jewry was concerned. Words: failed 
him to convey tothem the depths of poverty and penury to which 
Polish Jews had been reduced, among them being those who formerly 
had employed thousands of Jews in their faciories. The anti-Semites 
said the dews were strangers and asked why should they keep them, 
while others, although not saying it, thought the same. ro that 
when there was little bread to be had, the first to suffer were the Jews. 
Rabbi Rubinstein who represents 300 Jewish religious and artisan 
schools in Poland, spoke of the needs of the schools in the life of Polish 
Jewry. He appealed for these schools, which were in great need of help 
and also for support for the Committee for the German Refugees in Poland. 

Mr. MARGULItS advocated the mobilisation of Polish Jewry in London 
in connection With the present crisis. Dr. Jochelman told Kabbi Rubin- 
stein that the two Organisations were naturally desirous of affording help 
and with this object in view he suggested that the representatives of the 
two Organisations should meet that night and sce what could be done.

A Synagogue Prowl 


The afternoon I devoted to a synagogue-prowl among the minor 
Fast End congregations. There were little bcthels in private houses, 
in. back-yards, in converted stables, in public houses which had 
become derelict after the neighbourhood became Jewish. All were 
open. I must have attended snatches of a dozen different Mincha 
Services. In some places there was an address by a picturesque 
Rabbi, probably born well to the East of Aldgate Pump. In others, 
little groups of grey-bearded students were excitedly discussing 
abstruse Talmudic points, with far more vivacity than most people 
can bring to bear on current politics. The Hassidim spread tables 
before the Lord, with herrings and lemonade and Challas, and 
enlivened the “ Third Meal” with prayer and singing and exhorta- 
tions from the kaftanned heir to the virtues of some famous Zaddik. 
We occidentals think ita little bizarre, until we begin to equate these 
feasts with the agapae of early Christianity—when, of course, every- 
thing seems perfectly right and proper. 

One hears a lot about religious decadence in the East End. 
No doubt, it's true; but I can only tell what I saw. On Saturday, 
Houndsditch and Middlesex Street and their purlieus seemed 
definitely restful, with shop after shop closed. I don’t know 
whether the proprietors attended synagogue, nor whether they 
closed before sunset on the previous evening, nor whether they had 
other branches which they attended; but the fact remains that 
there was a distinctly Sabbatical air about these business thorough- 
fares—now, by the way, becoming as elegant and architecturally 
distinguished as anything in the West End. 

What was the youth doing? I can answer only for part. Some 
went to the Whitechapel Art Gallery, I hope; for the current exhibi- 
tion of works by East End artists (most of them Jewish), is almost 
worthy of the Royal Academy. There were many in the Jewish 
Free Reading Room—the Jewish answer to missionary bribes. 
Above all, the United Synagogue Welfare Centre in Buxton Street 
is doing magnificent work, under the guidance of the Rev. Eric 
Lipson and his charming wife, who are already among the most 
beloved figures in the East End. Sabbath sees one long succession 
of functions here. There is a service for young people on Friday 
nixht, followed by a story or reading. Later on, an Oneg Shabbat 
group meets, under Mr. Lipson’s guidance. They sing Hebrew 
songs, listen to a lecture and conclude with a brief bed-time service. 
On Saturday afternoon, the Young Sinaists assemble for their

This work 
iad been made possible only through the large funds raised by the private 
orgdnisations in most of the countries adjacent to Germany, generously 
sup lemented by grants up to the limit cf their resources from the 
Amici can Jewish Joint Distribution Committee, the. Central British 
rund for German Jewry, the Jewish Agency for Palestine aud the 
Jewish Colonisation Association, But no one connected with the work 
Was satisfied. On the contrary, partially as the result of recent regula- 
tions by the German Government affecting the transfer of funds, the 
Situation of thousands of Jesvish and Christian refugees was now acute. 
in certain centres, particularly Paris and Prague, the need for immediate

The Dark Horizon

on behalf of the German refugees bad been particularly 
bent aten “¢ & period of world-wide economic crisis, in a world of improvised 
capital s national controls, where freedom of movement of goods, of 
seated and of human beings had entirely disappeared or was severely 
neted, It is estimated that since March 1933, about 22,000 refugees 
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had goue overseas, Whereas several thousands had sett'ed permanently 
in European countries. The largest number of the emigrants had con- 
tinued to go to Palestine at the rate of 10,000 a year. There were good 
reasons to expect that this scale of emigration to Palestine could be 
continued. That country enjoyed the distinction of being one of the few 
prosperous regions in the world. ‘hat happy situation was in no small 
part the resuit of the steady inflow of industrious and capabie emigrants 
from Central Europe. Emigration to Palestine had been effectively 
directed by a special committee of the Jewish Agency. During the 
Summer the cmigration to countries other than Palestine was accelerated 
through the energetic effoits of the Hicem and the co-operating organisa- 
tion, the Anglo-Hicem. Within the Reich, the emigration agency of 
German Jewry was in no way associated with the Office of the High 
Commissioner, but it was interesting to note from its report that the 
Cmigration overseas was steadily incrcasing, while the movement of 
persons to other countries in Europe wa: decreasing, avd that the 
total emigration of Jews from Germany dir ct to countries overseas, 
cxcluding | alestine, was reckoned at 400 a month. 

some 1,200 to 1,300 «cholars had been displaced in Germany, of whom 
roughly 600 had actually emigrated; the number of professional people 
cmigrated was inthe neighbourhood of 4,500; and some 1,700 students 
who had left Germany. ‘The total number of ca-es to be dealt with was, 
therefore, in the neighbourhood of 7,000. Counting the members of the 
families of these emigrated academic and professional people, 10,000 to 
11,000 people belonging to the academic and professional classes were to 
be cared for. No general settlenmrent schemes were feasible for these 
groups. Each case had to be deait with individually, and, as refugees 
longing to thes<e Sroups appre anled to various committees, it was lm pera- 
tive to a-rive at the closest possible co-ordination of the -work of the 
Vatious orJanisations dealing with these categories of emigrants. lhe 
Itigh Commissioner then proceeded to give details of the work cf these 
Orvanisations, 

After dealing with the very encouraging results obtained in the sphere 
of re-training refugees in the various countries of refuge, Mr. McDonald 
spoke of the efforts for relief. Destitution among the refugees, he said, 
was increasing. Many of those who heretofore had been able to support 
themse ves by their own m-: ans were no longer able to do so because their 
resources were exhausted Others who had been receiving income of their 
own from Germany or from friends or family in Germany now found them- 
selves suddenly cut off from this help and dependent upon charity. And 
as the winter approached and the need became more aud more urgent, the 
relief organisations in nearly all the countries were being compelled, 
through lack of fand . to restrict very rig diy the rermaneut assistance 
of the refugees and iu some countries to suspend it altogether. This tragic 
situation should make a compeliing appeal to generous men and women 
irrespective of creed or race. ‘The refogees had 80 far not been charges 
npon the public funds of the countries where they were resident. 
Perhaps, however, now, in view of the present emergency situation, some 
of the Governments would be willing to extend to those refugees who were 
sick, infirm or destitute, the benefit of the provisions for public reef, if 
not on the same basis as to c tizens, then at least in a modified form. 

The High Commissioner then dealt with work performed in connection 
with providing travel documents, permits of residence, and permits to 
work for refugees, the special difficulties in the case of the state’ess, and 
proceeded to discuss the problem of emigration and settlement, 
There was, he said, a concensus of opinion among those qual fied to speak, 
that the necessary resources for emigration could be found if a cetailed 
and specific ewigration programme, agreed to by certain countries of 
immigration; could be worked out. In the case of Palestine, where such a 
programme of immigration was provided for, the money essential to carry 
it out had been found. He therefore intended to submit to the Governing 
Body a& pro} osal for negotiations on the s; ot with certain countries over. 
seas, for the admission each year, during ccrtain periods, of a fixed number 
of refugees already outside of Germany or of others who micht. feel 
compelLed to leave the Reich. “ Lom confident,” he declared, “ that such 
emigrants, a ded to establish themselves as they would. be by specially 
created financial institutions, would not only not be a burden, but on the 
coutrary would be assets of great value to their new homelands. If my 
proposal is favourably considered, I shall probably be absent from Enrope 
for three or four mouths during the first half of next year.” 


German Government's Parasitic Policy 


In reporting on the matters taken up with the German Government, 
the High Commissioner said that the questions related to 

German Consular authorities giving a written intimation to a German 
national when they were unable to renew his passport or to grant & new German 

The possibility of obtaining uniformity in practice as to the amount which 
an emigrant from Germany is permitted to withdraw when he emigrates to a 
country other than Palestine ; 

The payment of pensions to former Civil Servants, etc., who have been 
dismissed or retired from their posts and have left Germany ; 

The method of imposition of the tax on the property of persons leaving 
Germany ; ge 

The recovery of paymen'!s made by workmen refugees to social insurance 
funds iu Germany on account of Old Age and Invalidity pensions, 

A satisfactory reply was obtained concerning passports, but on all the 
other points the answer was indefinite or negative. 

Subsequently a fresh regulation of the German Governmert almost 
completely stopped the remittance of income from Germany to Germans 
abroad. He po.nted out to the German Foreign Office that it would create 
an almost unbearable situation if the German Government, having taken 
measures which compelled many of its citizens to leave the country, 
should then by its currency regulations render it impossible for those 
persons to maintain themselves and their families abroad by receiving 
part of the income from their own property in Germany. 

When the High Commission was established, said Mr. McDonald, it 
was hoped that tha German Government would co-operate in finding a 
solution for the problem created by it, at least to the extent of allowing 
its citizens to withdraw their property, or part of it, gradually from 
Germany, and so be able to establish themselves in a new home. Save 
for certain arrangements which had been made for the benefit of Jewish 
emigrants to Palestine, there had been no sigu of such co-operation 
by Germany. In fact, its attitude had progres-ively aggravated the 
difficu'ties of settlement elsewhere. The restrictions on the withdrawal 
of their own property from Germany by the emigrants, whether in the 
form of capital or income, had been steadily intensified. Meanwhile, 
propaganda, participated in- by Germans in many parts of the world, 
against ‘the Jewish and other refugees, bad made the position of the 
refugees more uncertain in some countr.es and their admission more 
difficult in others. The poliey ofthe Keich, by forcing out of the country 
thousands of her citizens on racial or political grounds, had created in itself 
a serious social and economic crisis forthe adjacent countries to which the 
citizens turned. The latest step in that poicy, which deprived those 

persons, some of whom still owned cousiderable property'in Germany, of 
their right of deriving any income from their property, and maintaining 
themselves and their children abroad by that income, aggravated the social 
and economic problem. Under present conditions neither the Governments 
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nor the communitics in the countries of refuge could readily shoulder this 
urther burden. 

‘The German Governincnt's latest restriction could not be regarded as a 
matter of purcly domestic concern, since it directly affected the economi: 
position of foreign States. International collaboration for the solution of 
the problem, which was called for by the Resolution of the Assembly of 
the League of Nations in 1955 recommending the establishment of th 
iligh Commission, would seem in these circumstances to require som 
form of international action. 

In conclusion, Mr. McvVonald said that if the tragic problem of Uv 
refugees was to be solved as a whole in the near future there must be

Poet in Exffe. (Victor Gollancz, Ltd. 10s. 6d.) 

A chorus of praise greeted the publication of the origina! French 
edition of the life of Heine by Mme. Antonina Vallentin, and is 
certain to be repeated in connection with its appearance im an 
English version.

POLICE-WORK IN PALESTINE 
Sword for Hire: The Saga of a Modern 
Douglas V. Duff. (John Murray. 10s. 6d. net.). 


The title of this book is not ver) happily chosen if it is intended to 
appeal to those interested in Palestine, for over two-thirds of its pages 
are devoted to a graphic and absorbing account of the author's experience < 
as a police officerin that country, yet the title gives no indication of the fact. 
Mr. Duff sprang into unenviable fame as the officer who pulled down th 
screen at the Wailing Wall at the Yom Kippur Service in 1928— the incident 
that ushered in a year of alarms that culminated in the awful outrages 
of August, 1929. He contributed a full account of the episode to Tu) 
JEWISH CHRONICLE LITERARY SUPPLEMENT of August, 1952, but in this 
book it is compressed into two pages. Suffice it to recall that Mr. Duff did 
not act upon his own initiative, that he secured a brief delay in the hope 
that the screen would be removed by the beadle in charge, and that he 
did not proceed to carry out his unpleasant task before receiving an order 
in writing from the District Commissioner. But important and revolting 
as that deed was, it seems very tame and insiunificant beside the 
hundreds of more stirring exploits in which Mr. Duff was engaged both 
before he arrived in Palestine as well as during his ten years of activity in 
that country.

shallow argumentations, his cynical belittling of the terror and coercion 
that have swept over and are still sweeping over Germany, and his vain 
ittempt to set off the brilliant colour of his wonderland against the b 
luimorality of republican Germany, are all so deeply imbued with the 
spirit of the Propaganda Ministry that they reduce his effort to a mere 
imitation of tho demagogic products that emanate from that noteworth\ 
tnstitution, 


Por Mr. Fry everything in Germany is explicable and even understand 
able. The concentration camps alone appear to him to be incompatibic 
with the high standing of Hitlerism. But “this Jewish question” is an 
obstacle which he takes with an easy stride, and the discoveries which he 
passes on as first-haud information deserve to be noted. 

The reasons for Hitler's anti-Semitism are threefold. First we find 
the familiar domination of the Jews in commerce, industry and finance. 
According to Mr. Fry this is the result of “ buying a little here and selling 
a little there” as far back as the Middle Ages, while the Gentiles were 
busy with religious and social reform. Then we find the “ plausible theory 
that the Jews really hate the Christians and would be only too pleased to 
destroy them.” Last but not least the good old “ Protocols of the Wise 
Men of Zion.” “One can imagine Hitler’s feelings after reading the 
‘ Protocols,’” says Mr. l'ry. Of course his idol did not need to verify the

authenticity because “they have fitted the world for the last sixtecn 
years,” as Mr, Ford remarked in 1921. 

: Mr. Fry does not fail to quote the names of the non-Aryans Barmat, 
Kutisker and Katzenellenbogen as examples of pre-Nazi corruption, but 
the reader will search in vain for the names of the Aryan colleagues of 
the Favaz, the Devaheim, Raiffeisen and Lahusen. 

The many millions who have hitherto taken the Nazis to be outright 
anti-Semites Will read with no little astonishment that Nazi anti-Semitism ix 
its origin was not directed against the Jews but only against certain Jews, 
and that Hitler never meant to attack the “ inoffensive little Semites,” but 
merely the ** sexual scientists,” the owners of vice dens, the intellectual 
Jews who attempted to destroy patriotism and moral restraint, and all 
the dominators of the show business with their “ sexy ’’ entertainments. 
But who would dare hold the leaders responsible for the occasional violence 
perpetrated by the rank and file! 

Mr. Fry may be offended at being counted among the anti-Semites— 
but his attitude of the man “who knows some very decent Jews,” 
and would welcome an early solution of the problem is more repulsive than 
outspoken conviction.

This is the first time that anti-Semitism has been made a majo 
platform in politics. It was in recognition of this activity on the 
part of Nazis that demands were made at the recent meeting of the 
Executive Committee of the American Jewish Congress that political 
candidates whose views are doubtful be questioned in advance by 
Jews as to their stand on such questions as the equality of all 
citizens before the law. 

Insidious Methods 

Anti-Semitism is also being spread throughout the country in a 
number of devious ways. A number of Baptist Ministers who 
recently attended the World Baptist Congress in Berlin, for instance. 
have fallen an easy prey to the wiles of the propaganda office in 
Berlin, and are telling audiences that everything in Germany is 
rosy and that the Jews are being treated no differently from other 
German citizens. The President of the Southern Baptist Association, 
“ fundamentalist group which is to be differentiated from the 
Northern Baptists, who are mainly liberal, has written an article 
in # Southern Baptist magazine in which he intimates that if the 
Jews are being persecuted it is their own fault. 200,000 of them. 
mainly Communists, came into Germany fom Poland and Russia 
after the War, he states, and he continues by invoking the tradi 
tional Nazi libels with reference to the preponderence of Jews in 
political and professional life. He has since been sharply repri. 
manded by another well-known Baptist, who expressed very plain, 
his annoyance with those Baptists who were “taken in” by the Nazi 
propaganda offices in Berlin, On the whole. however. the Baptists 
have no illusions about what is going on in Germany. 

Another method of anti-Semitism has been 
through various economic and financial advisory bureaux and services 
stationed in Washington, whose purpose is to supply clients with 
private and confidential information about whac is going on behind 
the scenes in the Capital.

Grave Anxiety for Saarlanders 


Poland's Minority | Obligations

The reply which was given in the House of Commons by Si 
John Simon to the question regarding the maintenance of orde 
in the Saar has not allaved the fears of many Members for 
the safety of those citizens of that territory who do not 
profess Nazi views. ‘These Members feel that the assurance 
given by the German Government authorities that they would 
prohibit S.A. and S.S. formations on the German side of the 
Saar frontier from wearing untforms and from parades and pro 
cessions over a belt twenty-five miles wide, is rather a belated 
smoke-sereen to cover the damage which has already been done bys 
movements inthe Saar deliberately instigated by the Nazis in the 
past, and which are still carrying on the underground work. ‘The 
future of thousands of Saurlanders ts felt to be desperate and there 
is constant searching for avenues of approach which will allay the 
ever-present concern of those who felt that the brutal inhumanities 
will again assert themselves if the Hitlerists gain unchecked powe! 
over those who have refused to accept that doctrine in the Saar. 

The actions of Poland towards her minorities are not escaping

Racial Discrimination in South Africa 
From Mr, Hy. S. L. POLAK 
To the Editor of Tut JEWISH CHRONICLE 

SIR,~ The LEADER (Allahabad), commenting recently upon Dr, 
Nahum Goldmann’'s presidential remarks at the third World Jewish 
Conference held at Geneva, wrote editorially : 

Frecdom, tolerance equality of mankind, these are eternal principles 
which can never outlive their value: and whether it is the Government of 
Germany orof any oth rcountry which are sinni ¢acainst these principles, 
their action requires to be impartially condemned. But it is cu ious that 
while the World Jewish Conference are determined to fight against 
Germany which they allege is acting in utterdisregard of those principles, 
and will not compound with it, they have not paid a moment's thought to 
what their own co-religionists are doing in Soutn Africa. It is the Jewish 
Community of South Africa who are to a great extent responsible for the 
injustice, ill-treatment and indignities to which Indians are subjected there. 
The Jews whoregard the Indian merchants astheir most formidable rivals 
feel that if they could succeed in driving the Indians out of the country, 
their prospects would grcatly improve. Aceordingly, the Asiatic | and 
Tenure Act and other anti-Indian legislation which seek to deprive Indians 
of their means of liveiihood or in other ways i jure Indian interests have 
been mo-t enthusiasticaly supported by the Jews. But it has not 
occurred to the leaders of the World Jewish Conference who demand 
*full equality of rights’ for Jews in Germany and who are determined 
to carry on their ‘ fight against Germany’ until their demand is conceded, 
to keep in proper control their co-relivionists who are opposing the Indian 
community's demand for even elementary rights of citizenship, to say 
nothing of * full equality of rights.’ ” 

It is now many years since I first addressed you upon this subject, but 
the Situation in some parts of South Africa, and notably in the Transvaal, 
remains substantially the same as it was then. 

When, therefore, the leaders of Indian opinion come to consider some, 
at least, of the causes of the disabilities imposed upon their countrymen 
resident fand most of them born) in another part of the British Common.

that all are equally fine, but not everybody appreciates the violence 
and raucous cacophony of “ Mars,’ even though there must be very 
few, and they highly hypochondriac, who do not revel in “ Jupiter. 
Scriabin’s “ Prometheus’ was regarded by the composer as a funda- 
mental expression of his mystic philosophy, but we need not do 
likewise. It is notnecessary to be a Theosophist to appreciate 
Scriabin, and it is a pity that he has been taken too much oD 
his own evaluation, and his music neglected in consequence. 
Not everybody will like Scriabin even so, and his method, 
his diffuse reiterative concentration in particular, can »¢ 
extremely annoying to those who prize form above all e!s¢.
